obliged to fly to Denmark. In 1010, Sweyne again invaded the coute , 
tey, with a numerous army, and having subdued the East Angles, be 
fixed his residence sometime at Norwich, which he rebuilt and fortified, , 
so that from thie period the present city may be said to have arisen, 
Tp 1013, Sweyne extended his conquest further into the interior of the 
odie such was the foree of hie arms and the terror of his name, 
that the whole kingdom submitted to hie yoke, and Ethelred, the | 
Saxon monarch, fled to Normandy. But this rothless tyrant did nag | 
long the crown of England, for he died early in the following 
year, either at Gainsborough or Thetford, as is variously stated by the | 
‘ald historians. On the death of Sweyne, the exiled king, Ethelred, 
returned, pursuant to the invitation of his eubjects, aud after defeating | 
Turkil, the Danish governor of Nerwich, he was soon reinstated fa 
j, which he enjoyed till his death in 1016, when he was succeeded 
his son Admund fronside, who, after fighting wany battles, was 
liged, Jo the same year, to divide his kingdom with Cenute, the new 
Danish sovereign. In the succeeding year, Edmund was murdered, 
and Canute, having obtained sole in England, strengthened or 
rebuilt Norwich Castle, in which he replaced the Danish governor 
Tarkil. The government was afterwards bestowed upon Harol, who 
succeeding to the throne, conferred this castle on Leofric, Earl of 
Mercia. Under the dominion of the Danes, Norwich increased rapidly, 
for, though it had heen nearly destroyed by fire in 1004, we find it had 
in the reign of Edward the Confessor, 1320 burgesses, nnd 25 churches, 
and wns then deemed a hundred of iteelf, containing £33 ueres of arable 
and meadow land, besides an extensive sheep-walk, held by the bar- 
gesex, under n soccage tenure, of four proprietary lords, viz., the King, 
the Earl of Norfolk, Bishop Stigand, and Prince Harold. When 
William the Conqueror uscended the throne, in 1066, he appointed 
Ralph de Waher to the Enridom of Norfolk, and gave him several 
inanors, with the Castle of Norwich for his residence.
